The official view here 
is that this attitude must remain un- 
changed until there is some. develop- 
ment of great improvement in Russia. 

An authoritative, explanation Was 
given today after the Russian embassy 
had transmitted to the state depart-., 
ment an appeal to the United States 
and the allies to send an expeditionary 
force to Russia to repel the Germans, | 
forwarded by the central committee! 
of the cadet party. The committee, | 
which speaks for the powerful Rus- | 
sian constitutional democrat forces, | 
asked that such an expedition be under | 
international sontrol, to guarantee the! 
rights of its country. 

Appeal of Cadet Party. 

The appeal reads: 

“We never recognized the conditions 
of the Brest-Litovsk peace and con- 
sider that the disastrous situation in 
which they have placed Russia can 
only be ameliorated with the aid of 


the allies.

To the People of Atlanta: 
nouncing myself a candidate some 
‘weeks ago for the high and honorable

My candidacy is based upon certain 
policies and principles which I regard as 
vitally important to the people of Atlanta.

Authority is divided and responsibility 
is seattered to such an extent that no 
official or group of officials in the city 
government can accomplish anythifig that 
ought to be accomplished, while placing 
the blame for failures in municipal admin- 
istration is about as simple and easy as 
finding a needle in a haystack. The au- 
thority of even e mayor consists prin- 
cipally in the appointment of a secretary 
and the selection of a stenographer

What we need is a city government mod- 
eled on up-to-date lines of business effi- 
ciency and economy; one that will throw red 
tape in the waste basket, where it belongs; 
one that confers on city officials com- 
plete authority for quick action, at the 
same time holding them responsible so di- 
rectly for mismanagement or failure that 
they cannot get away or hide behind one 
another or pass the buck; one that is sim- 
ple in operation, so that the average man 
can understand its workings and transact 
business in the city hall with the same de- 
gree of promptness that he transacts busi- 
ness in any other business establishment. 

If I am elected mayor, the first main 
task to which I shall devote my attention 
is the preparation of a new city charter 
along these lines, assisted by a committee 
of able men in whom the people have abso- 
lute confidence, men who are free from 
corporation influence or political chicanery, 
who will hew to the line and write a char- 
ter in the interest of the masses of the 
people. .

There will be other witnesses called 
by the committee, it is said, and the 
number of those who will be asked to 


be close to two hundred. The commit- 
tee is anxious to speed the investiga- 
tion, and Chairman Claude Ashley has 
said that morning, afternoon and night 
sessions will be held in order that the 
investigation may be pushed through 
with all dispatch. 

The attorneys for Professor Dykes, 
W. D. Ellis, Jr. 
Carroll Latimer, announce that they 
are ready to proceed with the investi- 
gation, and as the other side announced 
that they were ready last Wednesday 
morning, it is anticipated that nothing 
will hinder the probe from being pushed 
to completion. 

The committee will meet this after- 
noon at 4 o’clock in the city hall. The 
members of the committee are: Coun- 
cilman Claude Ashley, chairrnan; Alder- 
man John S. McClelland, Councilman J.

GERMANS CLAIM 
MANY PRISONERS. 


The Gerfian war office claims the 
capture of 10,000 additional prisoners, 
which with the fhtmber of captivés re- 
pofted Monday would brifig the total 
to 18,000 in the present fighting. Since 
the new offensive began along the Sois- 
sons-Rheims sector May 27, it is as- 
serted by the German official commu- 
nication that the army group of the 
German ¢rown prince has taken about 
75,000 allied troops captive. 

In one of the most ambitious opera- 
tions carried out in many days, Field 
Marshal Haig’s troops in the Amiens 
sector have struck the Germans a hard 
blow. It Was the Australians who car- 
ried out the mAneuVerfs ahd they stc- 
ceeded in advancing their line half a 
mile over a mile and a half front, and 
took nearly 300 prisoners, including five 
officefs. In addition 21 machine guns 
and a trench mortar were captured. 

On the Italian front there has been 
no infantry fighting of importance, but 
numerous smal affairs between patrol 
parties continue of daily occurrence. 
Likewise, the aftilleries of both sides 
are keeping up mutual bombardments. 


GERMANS STRIVE 
FOR MAIN ROUTES 
TO FRENCH CAPITAL 


Paris, June 11.—All the advices from 
the battle front show that the enemy 
is putting forth every possible effort 
in his design to push toward Paris, 
throwing division after division into 
the melting pot. So far he has suc- 
ceeded in two days of fighting in car- 
rying forward his line at the maximum 
point of advance, at Vignemont, a dis- 
tance of 6 miles. In this he has been 
materially aided by a considerable 
number of tanks which the French 
artillery was at first unable to de- 
molish. , 

The enemy further succeeded iin 
widening the point of his wedge by 
bringing up two divisions of the guards 
and two Bavarian divisions borrowed 
from the army group of Crown Prince 
Rupprecht. These tfoops captufed the 
villages of Mery, St. Maure and Belloy, 
giving him a plateau behind which he 
can mass troops partly screened from 
observation by the French. 

If the danger to the French is in 
losing ground that is valuable as room 
in which to maneuver the German peril 
lies in the .human wastage that is in 
progress. The German army, as a 
whole, has been engaged for the last 
three monthe with slight facilities for 
renewal. The balance seems to bé in 
favor of the French.

FRENCH STRIKE 
AT THE GERMANS 
ON 7-MILE FRONT 


Paris, June 11.—The French have 
struck the Germans a hard blow along 


a front of about seven and a half miles 
betweeh Rubescourt and St. Maure, re- 
es tag Belloy, Genlis wood and the 
“amin etween Courcelles and Morte- 
mé 


The official annoufittement by the 
war office tonight of this gain Bays 
that,the Germans suffered heavy losses 
and left more than 4@ thousand prisoners 
and some. guns in the hands of the 
French. 

Several violent enemy attacks 
Chevincourt were repulsed, but 
Germans gained a footing ih Mache- 
moht and Bethanhcourt, whith places 
afte beifig bitterly disputed. 

The text of the official statement 
follows: 

“The battle continued today from 
Montdidier to the Oise. 

“On the left our tfoops, supported 
by tanks, counter attacked this after- 
noon along a front of twelve kilo- 
metres, betwéen Rubacourt and St. 
Maur, and notwithstanding desperate 
resistance on the part of the enemy, 
reached the southern appoaches of Le 
Fretoy, captured the heights between 
Courcelles and Mortemer and carried 
our lines more than two kilometres to 
the east of Méry. 

“We have also retaken Belloy and 
Gehlis wood and reached the southérn 
outskirts of St. Maur. 

“The enemy, who suffered heavy 
losses, left more than a thousand pris- 
oners and several guns in our hands. 

“In the center the Germans, who had 
succeeded in pushing forward to the 
south of Loge farm and Antheuil, were 
driven back beyond these two points 
by our troops, actihg in concert with 
adjoining units. 

“On the right the enemy increased 
his pressure, seeking to gain the Matz 
valley. Several violent attacks launch- 
ed against Chevincourt were repulsed. 

“The enemy succeeded in gaining a 
foothold in achemont and Bethan- 
court, which were bitterly disputed. 

“South of Ourcq river the American 
troops this morning brilliantly cap- 
tured Beuleau wood and took 300 pris- 
oners. 

“Our day bombing machines contin- 
ued their operations June 10, notwith- 
Standing the bad weather, against 
corer of a more exposed nature on the 
attlefield. Airplane groups flying 
low dropped propectiles on ehemy con- 
centrations, dispersing reinforcing 
troops and causing considerable losses. 

“Certain squadrons made sorties and 

during the day eight tons of explosives 
were employed in this manner, giving. 
the best results. 
“On the night of June 10-11 the 
bombing of the enemy’s rear areas was 
continued actifely. Our eéscadrilles 
dropped twenty tons of projectiles on 
covers, cantonments and railway gsta- 
tions, as well as on two munitions 
depots. An explosion occurred in the 
region of Chaulnes, another in the 
neighborhood of Soissons. A fire also 
is reported to have brokén out in the 
station at Fismes. On June 10 four 
German planes andonecaptive balloon 
were brought down by our pursuit ma- 
chines. 

“Eastern Theater, June 10: Spirited 
artillery activity took place on both 
sides west of the Vardar, particularly 
in the region of Srka di Legen. In the 
region of Dobropolje the enemy, after 
violent artillery preparation, attempted 
@ surprise attack against the Serbian 
positions, but were repulsed, leaving 
risoners in our hands. Southwest of 
-ogradetz French troops, after a bril- 
liant engagement, occupied Crete, 
Kamia and ‘the villages of Strelkasals 
and Poptisti, capturing 140 prisoners, 
including two officers, threé mortars, 
numerous machine guns and important 
food and munitions supplies.” 

The French day statement reads: 


MORE PRISONERS 
TAKEN BY GERMANS. 


Berlin, Juné 11.~-(Via London.)— 
ihe number of prisoners taken by the 
Germans in the new offensive has in- 
creased by more than 10,000, making 
thé aggregate of prisoners taken since 
May 27 about 75,000, says the German 
official communication issued today. 

The communication adds that the 
Germans have been repulsed with heavy 
losses northwest of Chateau Thierry, 
in which region American marines and 
French troops are opposed to them. 

The téxt of the statement teéads: 

“Fighting activity, which has been 
moderate throughout. the day, revived 
only on both sides of*the Somme. After 
the firing had greatly increased, the 
enemy attacked in the evening between 
the Ancre and the Somme. A local 
break-through by the enemy on the 
Corbie-Braye road was brought to a 
standstill ws & counter attack. On the 
rest of the front the attack broke down 
with sanguinary losses. 

“During the two storming days, the 
attack by the army of General von 
Hutier led to the intended results and 
put us in possession of the hilly dis- 
trict southwest of Noyon. The thrust 
was directed against the strongest po- 
sition of the enemy who was deeply 
echeloned in preparation for the at- 
tack. In spite of this, the Frénch di- 
Visions could not withstand the im- 
petuous shock of our troops. 

“Divisions of the French army re- 
serves, who Were brought up for ceh- 
tralized counter attacks, also were re- 
pulsed yesterday in bitter fighting. 

“On the right wing of the attack the 
troops under General von Oetinger 
maintained the lines which had been 
captured from the enemy south of 
Ashain-Villers against violent counter 
attacks. 

“The troops of General von Bbern 
are fighting in the neighborhood of 
Courcelles and Mery. On both sides of 
the high road betweén Roye and 
Estrees, St. Denis they captured the 
ridge east of Mery, broke through the 
fourth enemy position ahd threw him 
back oh the Aronde river. 

“In spite of the stubborn enemy de- 
fense, the wiry of General von Schoe- 
ler fought their way across the Matz, 
and, after'st6rming the heights of Mar- 
qQueglise and Vignemont, pressed for- 
ward in an uninterrupted assault as 
far as Antheuil. 

“In continuous fighting, General 
Hoffman’s corps penetrated the enemy’s 
osition and entanglements on the 
eights south of Thiercourt. On the 


}slopes runhing south to the Oise we 


pressed forward as far as Ribecourt. 

“The number of prisoners has in- 
creased by more than 10,000, thus rais- 
ing the number of prisoners captured 
by the army gfoup of the Germah ¢rown 
prince since May 27 to about 76,000. 

“On the front from the Oise to 
Rheinis the situation is unchanged. 
Renewed attacks launched by the ene- 
my northwest of Chateau Thierry 
broke down with heavy losses.” 

The official report froin headquar- 
tefs tonight says: 

“On the battlefield southwest of 
Noyoh renewed French counter attacks 
failed, with the heaviest losses for the 
enemy.’

and coal shortage last wintér, says that 
“exceptions to this policy will be made 
only if unavoidable through inability 
otherwise to provide for war needs.” 

“The amount of coal,” says the an- 
nouncément, ‘‘which can be transported 
into this congested area during any one | 
season is limited, and is an entirely 
Separate problem from the production 
of coal. 

“Careful analysis of the possible coal 
movement shows that the increased 
industrial activity in the eastern states 
has created a requirement for coal 
which exceeds the limit of possible 
transportation of coal plus necessary 
materials for manufacture.” 

Execution of the hew policy will be 
largely in the hands of the war indus- 
tries board, through which passes most 
war contracts of the war and navy de- 
partments and shipping board, and will 
be made effective by the allocating of 
new contracts whenever possible in the 
south, the Mississippi valley regions, 
western Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. This does not mean that 
any idleness of manufacturing plants 
in the restricted district is to be per- 
mitted. 

Officials in charge of quantity pro- 
duction for the government point out 
that the demand for war materials is 
actually greater at present than the ca- 
pacity of manufacturing plants, and 
that consequently a continual expansion 
is in progress. It is this expansion 
which the government hopes to pro- 
mote in the less congested middle west 
and south and: to prevent in the east. 
To some extent the execution of the 
policy will affect factories throughout 
the country.

since the welfare and development of their 


children are directly affécted by the man- 
ner in which municipal affairs are admin- 
istered. 

Consider what the splendid women of our 
great city are doing today to hold aloft our 
banner of patriotism. Where would we 
have wound up at the close of the three 
Liberty Loan drives if it had not been for 
the magnificent work of the women’s com- 
mittees? Where would we have stood in 
the two Red Cross drives if the women 
hadn’t put their shoulders to the wheel 
and helped the men? Where are we §g0- 
ing to stand at the close of the War Sav- 
ings Stamp campaign, just now starting, if 
the women leave it to the men? 

Inspiration of Women, 


Where would we rank in public morals, 
public health, public education, public 
recreation, if we were not inspired always 
to higher standards and greater achieve- 
'ments by the noble women of our com- 
munity? 

It is merely a question of time, and prob- 
| ably a short time, when women are going 
‘to vote equally with men throughout the 
nation. Atlanta women deserve to vote in 
city affairs. They have earned the right 
to a voice in municipal government. And I 
for one believe they: should have it. 

The time has come to put a stop to the 
greed of the Georgia Railway and Power 
company. 

This enormously over-capitalized corpora- 
tion, pumped so full of water that the aver- 
age. man is staggered by the figures show- 
ing its securities, has heen fattening for 
years on a perfect gold mine which we 
foolishly gave away for a beggarly pittance. 

Suppose a first-class ' Atlanta business 
'man owned outright the exclusive privilege 
of operating trolley cars thrdéughout the 
city and its suburbs, owned outright the 
exclusive privilege of supplying the peo- 
'ple with electric light, owned outright the 
‘exclusive privilege of supplying the people 
| with electric power, owned outright the 
; exclusive privilege of supplying the people 
with gas and steanr heat. 

Do you suppose he would lIease_ those 
privileges to the Georgia Railway and 
‘ Power company, or to any other corpora- 
| tion, for the ridiculous price of 2 per cent on 
ithe lessee’s gross earnings? 
|! Not so that you could notice it with the 
| naked eye. If he did he would lose his 
‘reputation as a first-class business man and 
‘people would laugh at him and call him a 
lunatic. 

Yet that is the pittance we are paid by 
the Georgia Railway and Power company 
in return for the absolute monopoly we 


| have sold them. 
! 


Not content with the prodigious profits 
‘they have taken out of their gold mine 
‘since they bought it for a song about 
twenty years ago, they now have the nerve 
to go and ask the railroad commission to 
allow them to dig deeper into the public’s 
pocket for increased rates approximating 
331-3 per cent in all departments. 

‘Rates Should be Reduced.” 

Instead of countenancing this outrageous 
proposal for a moment, when they have 
before them all the records showing how 
the Georgia Railway and Power company 


‘as grown enormously rich at the expense 


of the people of this city, the railroad com- 
mission ought to force the company to re- 
duce its rates and improve its service. 

The people have been long suffering and 
patient, but they have now reached the 
point where they are not going to tolerate 
any longer the financial greed and political 
ramifications of this corporation that seeks 
to dominate their city government. 

With the example of the Atlanta water- 
works furnishing an abundant supply of 
water at actual cost, they are determined 
to have their own ‘street railroad, electric 
light. electric power and gas utilities, 
municipally owned and municipally operated. 

Under my administration, if elected may- 
or, IT pledge them that they will get not 
only a new city charter framed in their 
interest, placing their city government in a 
position where neither this nor any other

had the movement going a short while ago. 
The railroads were so jealous of one an- 
other, and so indifferent to the develop- 
ment and beautification of this great city 
which was pouring money into their coffers, 
that they blocked the project and stood in 
the way and finally killed it. 

Now. under government ownership and 
operation of the railroads, we can get the 
Plaza when the war is over if we will go 
after it in the right way at the right time, 
because the United States government will 
have some regard for’ the rights of our 
city and its future growth. 

And speaking of the plaza brings up an- 
other subject of vitai concern to the whole 
commvunity—namely, the disgraceful condi- 
tions of our streets and thoroughfares. 

This is another example of the way we 
are being held back by our 1850 model city 
charter, which requires that the city gov- 
ernment pay a third of the cost of paving 
Streets, and that the balance be appor- 
tioned among abutting property owners on 
‘the basis of front footage. 


Good System 40 Years Ago. 
This may have been a fairly good system 


ernment is so very large, and the number 
of streets in need of good pavement has 
grown so rapidly, that the city g@vernment 
cannet begin to finance one-third of the cost 
of street paving, for the simple reason that 
the city’s income is imsufficient. 

Other progressive cities. throughout the 


like this: The property owners pay the 
whole cost of paving their street, issuing 
street pavement bonds which mature serially 
ovec a period of ten years. When the prop- 
erty owners on a particular street decide 
that they need a new Pavement, they sign 
up a petition and file it with the city au- 
thorities, specifying tthe sort of pavement 
they want to put down. Bids are invited 
on that type of pavement, a contract is 
awarded to the lowest bidder, street paving 
tonds are issued and pro-rated among abut- 
ting property owners on a basis of front 
footage, and the contractor goes ahead and 
paves the street and takes the bonds in pay- 
ment for his work. These bonds are then 
paid by the property owners in a series of 
annual installments running over a period 
of ten years, while the city is bound to 
maintain the pavement at least for the 
period covered by the bonds. 

What could be simpler? 
fairer? 

Under this system the poor man, or rather 
the man in moderate circumstances owning 
his little home, can enjoy the benefits and 
comforts of a first-class pavement in front 
of his house the same as the rich man. In- 
asmuch as there is no appropriation at any 
time -by the city government to pave any 
Street, there is never any scramble in which 
the rich and influential seize all the pie and 
the poor man gets the crumbs, 

Why haven’t we got this system here? 
Why can’t we adopt it? I know the reason 
why, and I’m going to show up “the negro 
in the woodpile.” 

The Georgia Railway and Power company 
is under contract with the city government 
to pay a portion of the cost of paving streets 
on which it has car lines. wWhere a street 
is paved on which #& has a single-track line, 
it pays for eleven feet. Where a street is 
paved on which it Has a double-track line, 
it pays for paving a sixteen-foot strip. 

Position of Power Company. 

This being the case, and the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company being a.corporation 
which is always on:zthe lookout to pay divi- 
dends on its huge burden of watered stock, 
it is against the financial interests of the 
power company for any street to be paved at 
any time, no matter how much the public 
necessity requires a pavement. 

Hence the company has fought the plan 
of ten-year paving bonds, which I explained 
above, and is still fighting it, and probably 
will again kill it, as it has several times in 
the past few years 

Perhaps the public will 
this matter was up before the members of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce a few 
nights ago, and members of the general 
council were advocating the plan as a fair 
and just method of enabling the people to 
pave their streets on the installment plan 
(the same as the working man buys his fur- 
niture and his home).. Mr. Preston S. Ark- 
wright, the president of the power company, 
occupied quite a conspicuous and lengthy 
portion of the program with a speech out- 
lining all sorts of fictitious objections to the 
plan. 

His speech was camouflage, pure and sim- 
ple, intended to cover up the real reason why 
his company is opposed to any plan that will 
launch a great program of street improve- 
ment in this city. Such a program will cost 
the company some of the money it has taken 
out of the people’s pockets—therefore, the 
company doesn’t want the people to pave 
their streets, 

There are many other needed improve- 
ments of a pressing nature which we must 
hold our own with progressive cities com- 
peting against us. 


Teachers Are Underpaid. 

Our public school teachers are disgrace- 
fully underpaid. - A big, proud, enterprising 
city like Atlanta, boasting its leadership as 
the Gate City of the South, is actually pay- 
ing some negro janitors a better monthly 
wage than it pays some school teachers. It 
is paying all the teachers less money than 
they could make in the business world in 
dignified positions. The very fact that they 
continue to teach school at a financial sacri- 
fice is a magnificent evidence of their genu- 
ine, whole-hearted interest in the welfare of 
our children. 

We ought to have a great university high 
school, built on a campus affording complete 
facilities for outdoor sports and games, 
having a curriculum that will give our boys 
and girls the practical equivalent of a col- 
lege education. 

We ought to have the fullest development 
of our parks, connecting them up with a 
boulevard, beautifying and improving every 
one of them, building more swimming pools 
and playgrounds and tennis courts, 

We ought to keep in force the splendid 
health regulations which have been inaugu- 
rated for the protection of the soldiers at 
Camp Gordon. Certainly good health is no 
more valuable to a soldier than it is to a 
civilian. Health regulations cannot be too 
thorough. 

In conclusion, I wish to state that I en- 
tered the race for mayor as a perfectly 
independent candidate, having no affiliations 
of any kind whatsoever with any faction, 
having no political enemies to punish and

Bonding Arrangements. 


No. 25, by Director General of Rail- 
roads William G. McAdoo, which re- 
quires that surety bonds will have to 


signees of freight by~the roads, in or- 
der that they may secure 48 hours’ 
credit on their freight bills, 
July 1, unofficial advices were 
ceived in Atlanta Tuesday which in- 
dicated the probability that Mr. McAdoo 
would extend this time of limit of 48 
hours to a longer period. 

Shippers have complained that if they 
are to be compelled to furnish a bond 
for their freight bills and then are to 
be limited to 48 hours’ credit on those 
bills, they would rather eliminate the 
bond and pay cash freight on every 
shipment, even although this will fre- 
quently entail a loss of valuable time 
when notices of arrival of freight are 
delayed in the mails or for other 
causes, 

However, if the expected extension 
of the 48-hour limit is consummated, 
many shippers in this territory will 
avail themselves of this credit plan. 
The local offices of the bonding and 
surety companies have been besieged 
during recent days by inquiries from 
probably 1,50@ concerns in the city 
alone, who desire information on the 
form of bond to be secured and the 
number of bonds required, etc. 

Tillou Forbes, a special agent with 
the American Surely Company of New 
York, whose offices are in the Hurt 
building, stated on Tuesday:

New York, Jane 11.—About 200 dele- 
gates, representing cotton mills of the 
north and south, conferred here today 
with Gerrish Milliken, chairman of the 
war service committee of the national 
council of American Cotton Manufac- 
tures, to discuss fixing of prices by the

products, thus enabling the federal au- 
thorities to prevent skyrocketing of 
prices and profiteering. 

Mr. Milliken told the deelgates of 
the desire on the part of the price- 
fixing committee of the war industries 
board for immediate action. Agents 
and merchants were asked to make sug- 
gestions as to fair prices for various 
cotton goods, so he could return to 
Washington in a few days with the de- 
sired information.

Atlantic Beach, Fla. June 11.—({Spe- 
cial.)—With over 200 members present, 
the fourteenth annual convention of 
the Cotton Seed Crushers’ association, 
of Georgia, began its two days’ session 
here this morning.

The Cotton Seed Crushers’ associa- 
tion represents the food and the cotton 
crop, for it is through the oil mills thet 
cotton oil is. secured from cotton seed, 
with which cooking fats, salad oils, 
soap stock, etc, are made. From cot- 
ton seed high-grade cotton seed meal 
flour for human consumption and cot- 
ton seed meal and hulls for fattening 
and growing live stock are secured. 

These mills will furnish to the gov- 
ernment a large part of the 350,000 tons 
of Minters necessary for the production 
of gun cotton made by our munition 
plants. 

Following the formal opening of the 
convention and invocation, Dr. M. 
Ashby Jones, of Atlanta, delivered an 
inspiring, patriotic adddress on the 
subject of “Business Character as De- 
veloped by the War.” 

He was followed by Wi M Hutchin- 
son, of Atlanta, president of the as- 
sociation, who delivered his annual ad- 
dress, recounting the work of the as- 
sociation under his administration. 
President Hutchinson recommended 
the creatiton of a special committee 
to endeavor to secure the establish- 
ment of an oil mill department at the 
Georgia School of Technology in At- 
lanta, that will train men in oil mill- 
ing.

UNBELIEVABLE VANDALISM. 


-News reports from Thomasville, Ga., state 
that many valuable cattle have died in that 
section of Thomas county during the last 
few days, under mysterious circumstances, 
evidently by arsenic poisoning. 

Investigators are working upon the theory 
that the cattle have been poisoned by dip 
ping-vat resisters. | 

This theory is given added plausibility 
by the fact that arsenic is the chief ingre- 
dient in the formula of the regulation “arsen- 
ica] solution” with which the dipping vats 
are charged, that solution having been proven 
the most effective in eradicating the Texas 
fever cattle tick. It is given still further 
strength by the fact that one of the so-called 
“arguments” which the few remaining nar- 
row-gauge dipping resisters use to keep 
alive the fast-waning spirit of opposition to 
tick eradication is that the dipping of cattle 
injures, or is likely to injure, them, and that 
the animals are in danger of being poisoned 
by swallowing quantities of the arsenical 
solution. 

Both of those contentions are absurd, and 
have been so proven time and time again, 
but still they are being resorted to by those 
few who have set themselves aggressively 
against progress, solely for want of more 
stable bases of opposition. 

It is hard to undertand the mental proc- 
esses ofaman who is opposed tothe dipping 
of live stock as a means of freeing the 
state of the tick incubus. It is more difft- 
cult still to understand the minds of men 
who resort to violence and the dynamiting 
of dipping vats to obstruct this good work; 
but the poisoning of cattle—in the hope, 
possibly, of substantiating in ignorant minds 
the claim that dipping is dangerous—consti- 
tutes almost unbelievable vandalism! 

Complaints have been made by those 
most actively interested in promoting the 
work of tick eradication that, owing to per- 
sonal fear, local politics or actual sympathy 
with the dipping resisters, it is difficult— 
and in some instances, impossible—to in- 
duce local peace authorities to proceed 
against vat dynamiters. 

That, too, seems almost unbelievable; 
but one thing is certain: If the state and 
local authorities will not act, the federal 
government must, because it will not do— 
especially in times like the present—to per- 
mit a great food-productive movement like 
tick eradication to be held back by a little 
group of ignorant, reactionary criminals, 
and a few craven or crimecondoning, misfit 
officers of the law! 

The progressive sentiment of Georgia 
demands that this dipping-vat opposition be 
crushed. 

In the case of this alleged wholesale 
poisoning of cattle, investigation should be 
prompt and thorough; and, if it is found to 
be the result of willful action, the offenders 
should be collared and punished to the full 
extent of the law!

Roads Must Be Kept Up 
Or They Are Worthless 


Editor Constitution: 
better roads and better streets. Patience 
sometimes ceases to be a virtue, and now 
there is an insistent demand from all parts 
of the country. Our highways are very bad. 
Whether it is the famous thoroughfare, 


‘Peachtree to Buckhead, or the country cross- 


road from Posey Corners to Possum Trot, 
it is the same. Just one bump after another. 

Why these rough highways? Not lack of 
money. Not lack of labor, but lack of proper 
care and attention. That is the answer. 
That is the trouble with Peachtree street, 
and that is the trouble with nearly all the 
50,000 miles of roadway in this state. If 
Peachtree had been properly looked after it 
would not have deteriorated to its present 
condition. That job of paving would have 
lasted twice as long. That comes of neg- 
lecting repairs. 

And what ia true of Peachtree street is 
true of streets and roads ail over the coun- 
try. We may find the convict gang, with 
500 to 1,000 miles of roadway to keep up, 
comfortably settled in some remote corner 
of the county, cutting down some big hill 
or widening some favorite stretch of road, 
while the balance of the county, with its 
hundreds of miles of roadway, is neglected 
from year to year. The necessity of repair 
work seems to have entirely escaped from 
the minds of many of our road commig- 
sioners. 

What our state needs very much is @ 
system of better country roads. Not neces- 
sarily wider and not with the hills all cut 
down, but a reasonably smooth road bed. 
That can be accomplished easily by intelli- 
gent and frequent scrapings and repairs, and 
that is the only way it can be done. Trac- 
tion engines and road scrapes will solve 
the problem. 

No matter how fine and expensive our 
highways may be, they must have repairs, 
and, in its last analysis, that is the road 
work for our state. Timely repairs on the 
paved streets and frequent scrapings of the 
country roads, to the exclusion of. big hil] 
centting and road-widening, must be the 
policy of our road commissioners if we are 
ever to have good roads for the people or 
Georgia. . GS =.

“The relationship between bad teeth and 
bad health is much greater than is gener- 
ally considered,” Dr. Delabarre continued, 


“as bad teeth interfere with . mastication, 
and bad conditions in the mouth are nesting 
places for bacteria of all kinds. The con- 
structive work begins with the baby and 
its habits. 

“Just as preventive medicine has gained 
such Strides in the last few years, just so 
dentistry is preventing diseases among chil- 
dren, and we must heed the urge of the 
great specialist who pleads with us to give 
our attention to the ‘littlest ones’ so help- 
less, yet so malleable.”

Dr. Hillis. had three armies— 
Sherman's in the south, Sheridan’s in the 
valley of Shenandoah, and his own army of 
the Potomac. How could a young aide rejoice 
over Sheridan's defeat without down in his 
heart wanting Grant defeated, the union de- 
stroyed, and secession made a suecess? 
Grant became more and more alarmed. He 
told one of his associates to follow this 
youth, whom he feared was a spy. Shortly 
afterwards the man was discovered sending 
signals, and tried, the proofs of his treason 
uncovered, and finally he was executed. 

Today certain German-Americans never 
tire of announcing their Americanism. Their 
favorite expression is: “Germany was the 
fatherland, but the United States is the wife.” 
Not daring, therefore, to attack our govern- 
ment, afraid to confess that they want Ger- 
many to succeed, and when that time comes 
expect to hold certain offices under Germany, 
they spend all their time vilifying Great 
Britain. There is one absolute and invariable 
test of the German-American's treason to 
this country, and that is bitterness toward 
England, because England is doing all she 
can to prevent Germany’s complete victory. 
One thing has saved this country during four 
years, giving us a chance to prepare—Great 
Britain’s fleet, holding Germany’s battleships 
behind the Kiel canal. Today our republic 
is defended by three armies—General Per- 
shing’s, General Foch’s and Haig’s. But 
whenever a German-American vilifies Haig 
and attacks England you may know that 
down in his heart he wants Pershing defeat- 
ed, the United States conquered, and Ger- 
many made victorious. The German-Ameri- 
can who vilifies Great Britain is angry be- 
cause Great Britain has prevented Germany 
from loading a million German veterans upon 
her six or eight thousand passenger ships, 
freight ships, sailing vessels and war fleet. 
and sailing to New York and assessing fifty 
billion dollars indemnity upon us. 

In a certain western state a German pro- 
fessor of electricity resigned from his insti- 
tution. He was receiving about $3,000 a vea: 
Many months passed by. One day this man 
was heard defaming England. “Englan® ha: 
destroyed the freedom of the seas. England 
controls Gibraltar and the Suez canal. kEng- 
land is the great land pirate. ‘England is the 
world butcher.” A secret service man fo!low- 
ed the German professor, and found that he 
was working as fireman at the wireless sta- 
tion of that great city. This German profes- 
sor of electricity had resigned a $3,000 a 
year position to work for $75 a month as fire- 
man. As soon as he found that the United 
States government was upon his track he 
fled to Mexico. This spy’s camouflage was 
love for the United States, but his treason 
was revealed through his hatred of England. 
That man should have been arrested at dark, 
tried at midnight, and shot at daybreak. 

There is a newspaper reporter in this 
country. This German-American was caught 
by a trick. Another reporter faked a story, 
writing out on his typewriter an account of 
several German submarines getting into the 
harbor of Liverpool and blowing up half a 
dozen English steamers and killing several 
thousand Englishmen, and this German- 
American reporter lifted his hands into the 
air in glee, and in the presence of haif a 
dozen fellow reporters shouted: “I knew it’ 
I knew it! I knew the Germans would smash 
Hades out of them!” In that moment he re- 
vealed his real attitude toward the United 
States. Any man that wants Admiral] Beatty 
defeated wants the American transports sunk 
and American soldiers murdered. That re- 
porter should have been arrested at dark, 
tried at midnight, and shot at daybreak. 

In another city there is a young Irish 
writer. He fulfills all the proverbs about the 
crazy Irishman. In connection with the Sinn 
Fein conspiracy this young writer proposed 
the health to the memory of Sir Roger Case- 
ment, the success of the revolution, and pour- 
ed forth such bitterness upon England as 
cannot be described by those who hate in- 
gratitude toward a country that has given 
us a chance to prepare. Wherever that man 
goes he carries hate with him toward Great 
Britain. His atmosphere is malign: his 
presence breathes treason toward HEngland.

Nominations of Miss’ Laura : 


Smith Are Approved—No 
Action Yet Taken on Pro- 
fessor Rein’s Resignation. 


The board of education at a meet- 
ing Tuesday morning unanimously ac- 
cepted and approved the nominations 
of Miss Laura M. Smith, temporary su- 
perintendent, and elected the teachers 
who will serve during the next term 
in the Atlanta public schools, only a 
few teachers who have not yet stood 
their examinations being left off the 
list Superintendent Wardlaw, Charles 
N. Culver, supervisor of the high 
Professor W. F. Dykes, 
principal of the Boys’ High school, were 
not re-elected, because they are involv- 
ed in the investigation that is now 
being made of the school department 
by a committee from the city council. 

The board of education refused for 
the present to accept the resignation of 
Professor O. P, Rein, instructor in Eng- 
lish and Latin at the Boys’ High school, 
who is said to have made disloyal re- 
marks and, who is charged by Profes- 
sor Dykes, with unpatriotic conduct. 
Professor Rein left the city the morn- 
ing an interview was printed in The 
Constitution, in which he declared he 
did not care how the papers quoted him. 
The high school instructor is now in 
Gastonia, N. CG W. H Terrell made a 
motion to accept the resignation, but 
James L. Key suggested that action in 
the Rein case be withheld pending the 
investigation, and this course was 
taken. 

Stores to Sell Books. 

After discussing the matter of sell- 
ing school books at the school build- 
ings, the board authorized the follow- 
ing firms to sell school books and sup- 
plies for the coming school year at a 
profit of 15 per cent: Lester Book and 
Stationery company, Miller’s book store, 
Milton-Bradley company and J. C. Gar- 
van, trading as the Southern Book con- 
cern. 

This movement was fostered by P. L. 
Huddleston, member of the board of ed- 
ucation, and his advocacy of the meas- 
ure received an almost unanimous vote 
of the board. 

The assignment of teachers to the 
various schools will not be made until 
June 29, when the election of new 
teachers to fill vacancies has been held. 
Examination of applicants for teacher’s 
places will be held within the next two 
weeks. 


Miss Smith made the following state- 
ment to the board at the meeting Tues- 
day: 

“Today's election includes directors of 
special subjects, principals, assistant prin- 
cipals and all teachers now in the system 
whose work has been satisfactory, who have 
no examination requirements to make up 
and who desire re-election. 

“The list submitted for election today 
dloes not include members of the admin- 
istrative or office force, all of whom will 
remain in statu quo pending the investiga- 
tion of the school department by council. 

Another Election June 29. 


“The next regular election of teachers: 
will be held June 29, at which time the 
following lists will be submitted: 

“1. The names of teachers now in the 
system who have met examination require- 
ments June 24 and 25. 

“2. The names of applicants who are 
eligible for election. 

3. Supernumeraries. 

“In presenting this list of teachers for 
I have made no attempt 
to fill vacancies, to make assignments or to 
fix salaries, the question of salaries being 
held in abeyance pe council passes upon 
the board’s request for increases in teach- 
ers’ salaries, and the matter of assign- 
ments being deferred until after the meet- 
ing June 29. 

“In the very limited time given me to 
prepare the list of teachers whom I shall 
nominate today, it is possible that some 
mame may have been omitted through 
mistake. I shall ask teachers to feel free 
in calling attention to any such omissions 
and shall correct them as soon as possible.”’ 


Will Stady All Rules. 


The board adopted the following 
reolution: 

‘Resolved, That a committee be appoint- 
ed to carefully study all rules and regula- 
tions now obtaining in the school depart- 
ment, said committee to report to this board 
such recommendations as to revisions, 
modifications or amendments as in the 
judgment of the committee would be bene- 
ficial to the system. 

“Resolved further, That this committee be 
composed of the superintendent of the pub- 
lic schools, three members of the board of 
education, three teachers and one member 
of the board of lady visitors.”’

Big Apartment House Secured 


LY FOURTH PARADE 


For Commercial High Overflow PLANS ARE ABANDONED 


In order tp take care of the 1,100 
Pupils that are now in prospect for 
the Commercial High school at its open- 
ing next September, the board of edu- 
cation has rented a double apartment 
house on Central avenue directly be- 
hind the present Commercial High, and 
the building will be put in shape by 


painting and cleansing to take care of 
the big increase in scholars for this 
department of Atlanta’s school system. 

Last year the 750 scholars who at- 
tended the Commercial High school had 
to be accommodated by using the au- 
ditorium of the building, which was 
without desks or other equipment. This 
year applications have been received 
for an increase of more than 200 pu- 
pils, and 150:more scholars are looked 
for during the months between now 
and the opening of school. 

The double apartment house on Cen- 


tral averue was engaged by the com- 
mittee appointed by the board of edu- 
cation at a rental of $80 per month, 


but as the rent will not begin until. 
the first of January, this money will | 


be utilized toward imroving and reno- 
vating the building. It will be put in 
first-class shape for the work that 
is expected of it, and the city finance 
committee will be asked for an addi- 
tional $500 with which to complete the 
work. 

The apartment house has 20 rooms, 
eight of which will be prepared for use 
by next fall, each room accommodating 
35 scholars. The rear of the build- 
ing will be made to communicate with 
the present Commercial High school 
building by a series of improvements, 
and space in the rear of the building 
will also be used for school purposes. 

P. L. Huddleston, who is behind the 
movement, believes that a plan can be 
worked out ~ which all applicants for 
seats at the Commercial High may be 
accommodated. An attendance of be- 
tween 1,000 and 1,100 is looked for by 
the opening of the Commercial High 
school next autumn.

While waiting to be weighed by their 
patriotic mothers, Atlanta and Fulton 
county babies play in the schoolhouse 
sand piles and make interesting pic- 
tures for the baby saving campaign. 
Several hundred Atlanta children were 
weighed yesterday. 

In every ward one or more school- 
houses are open for the purpose, and 
at 3 o’clock the weighing begins, well- 
known women in each ward having 
charge of the welghing. Fulton county 
is striving to make her quota as com- 
plete a one as that of any cormnty in 
the state. The weighing will continue 
throughout the week and is under the 
auspices of the Fulton county unit, 
Council of National Defense, Mrs. 
Charles J. Haden the chairman of the 
unit; Mrs. Don A. Pardee, chairman of 
the child welfare committee; Mrs. H. 
H. McCall, chairman of the state com- 
mittee of the baby-saving cam- 
paign; Mrs. Samuel M. Inman, 
chairman of the woman’s committee, 
Council of National Defense, and heads 
the movement in Georgia. Fulton county 
is asked to weigh her 37,000 babies un- 
der five years of age.

“There ‘are several points which 
should be stressed in the baby-saving 
campaign in its great significance as a 


veloped a realizing sense of the im-.| 
portance and necessity of the work 
that is being undertaken so cheerfully 
by Atlanta’s women this week in reg- 
istering and recording the statistics 
concerning Atlanta’s babies. 

“People are inclined to think that 
their babies are their very own pos- 
session and too precious to be in any 
way the consideration or interest of 
outsiders, but a moment's thought will 
convince most mothers and fathers that 


as their little one is born to American 
citizenship he should be registered as 
an American child and recorded with 
the other children of his age and time 
in the records now being made. 

“Unless some definite governmental 
record is made of our children, they 
may, when grown, be confronted by 
the uncomfortable situation of an At- 
lanta man of middle age, born in a 
small town in New York state, where 
birth registration, at that date, was 
not customary, if even expected. 

“When this gentleman arranged to 
go to Havana, Cuba, on a business trip 
this spring, he found that the obtaining 
of passports was a very complicated 
matter, and as he had never possessed a 
birth certificate (how many Ameri- 
cans have one, anyway?) he was re- 
quired to furnish testimony from some 
one who actually knew that he was 
born in this country. 

“By good fortune his aged mother 
and an aunt are both living, and they 
could testify, but one lives now in Cali- 
fornia and one in Massachusetts, and 
much correspondence and loss of time 
was entailed. 

“To be registered and recorded at the 
child bureau in Washington now means 
that each child is to that extent as- 
sured of his birthright as an American 
child, and that he or she is being hon- 
ored by being so recorded. 


School Children. 


“The school children, than whom no 
more earnestly loyal citizens exist in 
this country today, will carry the mes- 
sage to all the homes they can reach, 
where there are chidren under six years 
of age, that to have them weighed, 
measured and recorded is the loyal 
and proper thing to do, and that to 
fail in this is to fail in one’s duty. 

‘Where there is illness or any other 
good reason why the baby cannot be 
taken to the nearest schoolhouse, any 
child of that school will bring from 
the school principal a blank which 
can ‘be filled in by the parents and 
returned to the school.

War-Time Hints for the Housekeeper 
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FOOD ECONOMY IN ENGLAND 


Prepared for The Constitution by the United 
States Food Administration at Washington | 


One of the circulars sent out by the 
British ministry of food says: “The 
food question has how become so ur- 
gent that, as a nation, we must con- 
sider the best ways of obtaining all 
available nourishment from foods, and 
we must prepare every dish with that 
in view.” Between the lines of those 
simple words we may read how close 
to bed-rock England has come in this 
war. Here are some of the recipes 
which her people are using: 

Baked Beans and Tomatoes. 

This recipe is given as one which 
will take the place of meat. “These 
recipes are a little more trouble to 
cook than meat, but they cost less,” 
states the circular. 


1 pint butter beans. 

2 tablespoons fat. 

2 tomatoes. 

1 large potato. 

1 onion (very small). 

Wash and soak the beans for twenty-four 
hours with a large meat bone if you have 
one. Peel and finely chop the -onion, slice 
the tomatoes, scrub and grate the potatoes. 
Melt the fat in a small saucepan or casse- 
role, fry the onion in this until nicely 
browned, then add the sliced tomatoes, fry 
for a few minutes, add the potato and one 
cup of the steck from beans, let simmer 
for about 20 minutes, then strain the sauce. 

Drain the beans well (saving the liquid 
for soup), mix them with the sauce and put 
inte a fireproof dish and bake 15 to 20 min- 
utes. A little grated cheese sprinkled over 
the top is a great improvement. 


Hot Pot of Sheep’s Heart. 


1 sheep’s heart (large). 

2 tablespoons small sago or tapioca. 

Vegetables, such as carrots, turnips, on- 
ions, and a few outside leaves of celery or 
artichokes or sprout tops or both. 

1 parsnip. 

4 potatoes. 

1% pints of water. 

Soak the sago or tapioca in a cup of cold 
water, scrub and prepare vegetables. The 
artichokes should be well washed, scrubbed 
and scraped under cold water, and then 
sliced or cut into quarters; the parsnips pre- 
pared in the same way as carrots. The po- 
tatoes should be steamed or boiled for a 
few minutes, then the skin removed, and if 
small, cut in half; if large, slice them about 
%-inch thick. 

Wash the heart well, cutting it in quar- 
ters first of all; then cut each quarter into 
three slices. Put the slices of heart and 
vegetables in layers in the jar or hot pot, 
or a basin or tin if you have no hot pot, 
pepper 


on the lid or a greased paper. Put into 
the oven, which should be fairly hot to 
begin with ;allow to cook slowly from 2% 
hours to 3 hours. 

The potatoes should be put on top of 
the hot pot or jar just about 1 hour be- 
fore dinner time, the paper or lid to be 
removed about half an hour before serving, 
to allow the potatoes to brown. 


Maize and Nut Roast. 


1% pound maize meal (2 cups cornmeéal).* 
1 pint water (2 cups). 

4 ounces split peas. 

1 onion. 

1% pound cooked mashed potatoes. 

% teaspoon mixed herbs.

CHANGE IN SCHEDULE 
OF GORDON IS MADE 


Expected---New Program 
. Begins Monday. 


In keeping with the feverish drive 
to fit men for actual service in the
